Well, we started our tenth year of 
Operation. Nine years ago Disneyland 
opened to the public. Hundreds of people 
have asked me what it was like in those 
early days. Actually, many people have. 
Well, at least several. If you smooth it 
out it was my mother who asked. Here, 
from my diary are facts, facts which will 


show you how it was the day BEFORE 


the press opening.

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can't believe I’m a Disneyland 
Oldtimer... it seems like only yester- 
day, or maybe last week, that | 
couldn't get to the stage door of the 
Golden Horseshoe because they were 
still laying asphalt. What an excite- 
ment of that first day television show. 
In those pre-tape days, what you got 
was what you saw. Wow, 1955. 


Donald Novis and | hosted a half hour 
radio show from the Horseshoe five 
days a week... “Your Happy 
Holiday.” We had great guests like 
Groucho, The Andrew Sisters, Joe E. 
Brown, and even Abbott and Costello, 
who had us doing ‘‘Who’s On First.” 
Now and then | would dash up to the 
Studio and film with a new group 
called “Тһе Mouseketeers.” - 


The stage-left box of the Golden 

. Horseshoe is still referred to as 
“Walt's Box.” He would stop in a cou- 
ple of times a week and bring friends. 
One day he brought in the Indians 
with him. If you remember, the 
Indians held a pow-wow every day just 
the other side of Aunt Jemima (the 
restaurant that is). That day in the 
Horseshoe the Chief was holding a 
tomahawk so | handed him my hair- 
piece at the end of my act. | explained 
that it was much more hygienic that 
way. | almost got a pow...wow! 


Speaking of hair-raising experiences, | 
think | was the original tour guide. 
Every act | knew in show business 
showed up that first year. | loved it! It 
gave me an excuse to go on the rides, 
but | got into trouble the day | took a 
ventriloquist friend on the jungle 
cruise. We got as far as the hippo 
pool and broke down (can you believe 
that?). 25 minutes later we were still 
there, and the next Horseshoe show 
was just starting. There was nothing 
to do but take out my wallet, take off 
my hair and swim to shore. | kissed a 
hippo, ran down the railroad track, 
dashed up to my dressing room, 


executed a fast change and was on 
stage with a couple of minutes to 
spare. | left that ventriloquist talking 
to himself. 


| never handled a shooting iron until | 
went into rehearsal at the Horseshoe.

17, 1955, was a hot Sunday that drew 
the crowds like a magnet.

As recounted by Bob Thomas in his 
book, Walt Disney: An American 
Original, even though the first day 
was invitational for Studio 
employees, press, dignitaries and 
Disneyland exhibitors, thirty-three 


thousand people filled the Park, 
thanks to some counterfeited tickets. 
Rides went down, food locations 
quickly went through their supplies 
and a gas leak in Fantasyland caused 
that area to be closed to the public. 
Main Street’s asphalt softened in 
the heat underfoot, the Mark Twain 
took water on board with an overload 
of passengers and children were 
tossed overhead in the crowd to gain 
entrance to King Arthur’s Carousel. 


Disneyland’s success over the 
following 25 years, however, more 
than made up for the failure of that 
first “Black Sunday,” as it has come 
to be called. The attention to detail, 
concern for quality and continuing in- 
novation has certainly demonstrated 
that Disneyland is the foremost fami- 
ly attraction in the world. Here’s to 25 
more successful years as “The Hap- 
piest Place on Earth.”

Yesterday will be remembered as THE 
“Mickey Mouse” event of the decade. 
What transpired, as guests perspired, 
was the biggest black bowtie and tails 
masquerade bash ever to rattle 
Anaheim, as Disneyland celebrated its 
25th anniversary. Over 78,000 guests 
high-tailed it to the Magic Kingdom in 
mouse costumes to participate in the 
25-hours birthday party. 

Guests squeaked through the gates as 
early as 8:00 a.m., pausing just long 
enough to have silver “25” tags, good 
for all attractions, stapled to their ears. 

As a prelude to the day's events, 
Mickey, in silver tights and ears, disco 
roller-skated down Main Street with a 
torch to light the eternal flames (25 of 
them) atop a gigantic birthday cake, 
which would be extinguished at the end 
of the 25th hour. (This was almost boy- 
cotted by top officials.) 

The 6:00 p.m. program featured a 
25-gun salute on Main Street. Since 
twenty-five proficient rifle experts could 
not be found in time for the event, а 
Gatling was used instead. Today, the 
Maintenance Division will begin repair 
work on City Hall, replant some trees 
and scour the streets and sidewalks of 
pigeon surprise. 

The 25th hour was culminating in a 
grandiose fireworks display when the 
gigantic birthday cake exploded into a 
million icky-sticky pieces at the thou- 
sands of guests, who were at that very 
moment raising their pieces of cheese- 
cake in a toast to Disneyland. Panic 
reigned supreme as guests slipped 
uncontrollably on icing, while Security 
escorted all suspicious-looking crumbs 
from the Park premises immediately. 

As the 26th hour rolled around, party 
over and guests gone, the only sound 
emanating from the Park was the dis- 
tant swishing of two hundred brooms, 
clanking dust pans, banging garbage 
trucks, roaring tractors and grinding 
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bulldozers being utilized to scrape up, 
iece and glue together what little was 
eft of the Magic Kingdom. 


DRAFT DARKENS DUNKING 
DEBUT 


The highlight of the 25th anniversary 
party was to be a Friendship Ring of 
Fire culminating the 24th hour of July 
17th, 1980. Twenty-five candles burning 
atop a 25-layer birthday cake were 
taken by Park employees to light 
twenty-five candles held by guests, who

in turn, were to light twenty-five more 
candles, and so on until the entire Park 
was ablaze with happy faces, hearty 
voices and hot wicks. 

As a warm glow spread throughout 
the Park, somewhere in the crowd a 
man, given a hot-foot by a hyperactive 
ten-year-old, dropped his lighted candle 
onto a short woman’s wig, which imme- 
diately burst into flame, taking every- 
one by surprise, especially the woman 
wearing it. As Park fire department 
personnel struggled to extinguish the 
melting saran, 425 guests and 2 firemen 
were consumed by a sea of foam which 
suddenly darkened the entire east side 
of the hub. Coupled with a draft created 
by hundreds of guests blowing out their 
candles, the glow of a few moments 
before turned into a smoky smuttiness. 

But the real tragedy was that while 
this little diversion was going on, 
everyone completely missed Silverbelle 
(Tinker’s unpleasantly plump sister) 
making her summer debut by sinking 
into the moat.

Early this morning, Almay Cutters of 
Garden Grove, noticed her prized 
mouser hovering, then jumping up and 
yowling over a large, dark object in her 
backyard. Her tabby was obviously in 
catnip heaven over what appeared to be 
a very large mouse, tail missing and 
snoring loudly.
